Shoshones Win Suit Over 
Land Taken From Them 
By Arapahoes. 


FORT WASHAKIE, WYO. — A 


| white man who saw their point of 


view and refused to let his brothers 
break a treaty without later fiman- 
cial remuneration is the hero of 
1,000 members of the Shoshone In- 
dian tribe. 

The handful of tribesmen, rem- 
nant of the once-powerful Shoshone 
nation, recently won a 26-year legal 
suit against the federal government 
for suspension of an ancient treaty 
guaranteeing them a reservation far 
removed from their traditional ene- 
mies, the Arapahoes. 

Charles and Marshall Washakie, 
representatives of the tribe, led their 
people in the fight to obtain pay- | 


land with the Arapahoe tribe. But 
they attribute the majority of their 
success to George M. Tunison, Oma- 
ha (Neb.) attorney. 

Sons of the famous Shoshone chief, 
Washakie, the two redmen joined 
Tunison in the lengthy legal battle. 
Litigation was begun in 1913, but in 
the court of claims. 

To Tunison the government dis- 
pute with the Shoshones was ironi- | 
cal. 

“The tribe,’’ he explained, ‘“‘is one 
of the most intelligent, law-abiding 
and most friendly of the Indian na- 
tions, Chief Washakie gave the army 
every assistance in dealing with hos- 
tile tribes. Sacajawea, with a pa- 
poose on her back, guided Lewis and 
Clark over trackless mountains to 
Oregon. The Shoshones were the 
first tribe to sign the Fort Bridger 
treaty with the government.” 


Tunison became interested in Wa- 
shakie’s tribe as a young govern- 
ment attorney. He discovered that 
the white men had broken the agree- 
ment in 1868 when they placed the 
Arapahoes on half of Shoshone land. 
The Arapahoes, more warlike than 


their neighbors, had staged numer- 
ous raiding parties on settlers in 
their native Black Hills. 

Tunison resigned his position and 
became the Shoshone legal repre- 


sentative. Eventually he enlisted the 
aid of two assistants in his fight to 
obtain for the Indians what he con- 
sidered their rightful heritage.

BE MARRIED REQUIRED 


Couples expecting tomarry after 
September 18 can now start hav- 
ing physical examinations and 
blood tests under the premartial 
law, Dr. W. M. Dickie, state health 
director, announces. 

The law goes into effect Sept- 
ember 19. It requires that a phy- 
sician’s certificate for both per- 
sons intending to marry be filed 
with the county clerk before a 
marriage license is issued. Exam- 
ination and blood tests for syph- 
ilis must be made within 30 days 
before a license is issued. 

The physician’s certificate will 
state that the person is not infect. 
ed with syphilis, or if infected, is 
not in a stage of the disease which 
is or may become, communicable 
to the martial partner. 

“This means that certificates 
can be issued, in certain cases, to 
people who have syphilis. In those 
cases there would be no danger of 
communicating the disease to the 
persons they marry,” Dr. Dickie 
said. 

“Persons who are born with 
syphilis, those who have had the 
disease for many years, and those 
who have received sufficient treat 
ment may be permitted to marry.’ 

He said persons should go to 
their family doctor for the exam- 
ination and blood test. Free tests 
can be obtained at any public clin. 
ic for the control of venereal dis- 
eases or by applying to the local 
health officer. 

All laboratories now permitted 
by the state to make blood tests 
for syphilis will be allowed to av 
se under the new law.

Accident or Sabotage? 


THE WRECK OF A SOUTHERN Pacific passen- 
ger train near Carlin, Nev., on August 12th was prov- 
en, by unmistakable physical evidence, to be the work 
of the saboteur. Investigators found that, at the fatal 
point, rails had been so tampered with that a wreck, 
with its attendant loss of life, was inevitable. The 
brazeness of the saboteur was evidenced by the tools 
he or they left behind. Apparently no effort was made 
to conceal the fact that the wreck was carefully plan- 
ned and executed by a human agency rather than 
being the result of some mechanical imperfection 
either in the train itself or on the reht of way. 


This frightful rail disaster indicates what has 
been widely believed for some time past but what, 
unfortunately, could not be proven by irrefutable 
evidence, namely, that the many serious “accidents” 
occurring of late in this country, such as the crashing 
to earth of giant passenger and bombing planes, the 
destruction of smaller military planes, the sinking of 
a U. S. submarine, and other seemingly unexplainable 
happenings that have brought death and destruction, 
strongly imply sabotage—the enemy within our gates 
—that is spreading havoc, 

Perhaps a Naval Board of Inquiry will determine 
this with respect to the submarine Squalus, when, or 
if, that vessel is raised to the surface and scientific- 
ally examined by navel experts The plane disasters, 
and there are many, may forever remain a mystery 
owing to their complete destruction, which of course, 
precludes examinations to determine the fault that 
brought them plummeting from the skies. 

Federal Government investigators would do well 
to bend all of their efforts in determining the facts 
of the matter, and, if sabotage it be, as strongly in- 
dicated, bring the cowardly and treacherous male- 


factors out into the open—and to the bar of swift, 
retributive justice,

LEGAL NOTICE 


ORDINANCE NO. 89 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF MENLO PARK AMENDING 
ORDINANCE NO. 53 OF SAID 
CITY 


The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1: Section 3 of said 
Ordinance No. 53 is hereby am- 
ended to read as follows:- 

“Section 3: For the purposes of 
regulation of revenue, license fees 
are hereby imposed as follows:- 

(A) For carrying on or enga- 
ging in the business or occupa- 
tion of OUTDOOR ADVERTIS- 
ING, the sum of Fifty ($50) Dol- 
lars per year or a fraction there- 
of. 

(B) For carrying on or engaging 
in the business or occupation of 
SNIPING, the sum of One Hun- 
dred Fifty ($150) Dollars or frac- 
tion thereof.” 

SECTION 2: Section 5 of said 
Ordinance No. 53 is hereby amen- 
ded to read as follows:- 

“Bection 5: It shall be unlawful 
for any person to erect, construct 
or maintain any bill board or part | 
thereof, nearer to any public 
street or way than is the front 
line of any adjacent building fa- 
cing on such street within one 
hundred (100) feet of said board 
in the same block therewith, nor 
shall such board be nearer to the 
public street or way than the lo- 
cation of any set-back line gov- 
erning the erection of building 
along said public street or way.” 

SECTION 3: Section 7 of said 
Ordinance No. 53 is hereby amen- 
ded to read as follows: 

“Section 7: All bill boards with 
an advertising surface in excess 
of thirty (30) square feet shall 
tbe constructed according to the 
following specifications. 

The surface of the bill board 
shall be securely fastened to a 
frame work, the members of 
which shall be 3” x 3” x 4” stan- 
dard galvanized angle irons. 

All joints shall be welded. 

Uprights shall be spaced at not 
to exceed 6 foot intervals and 
shall be set in 12” diameter con- 
crete footings extending four (4) 
feet into the ground. Uprights 
shall extend from the bottom of 
the footings to the top of the 
signs. 

Stringers shall be placed at the 
top and bottom of the board and 
at minimum intervals of 4 feet 
between top and bottom. 

Each upright shall be support- 
ed by a brace, the top of which 
shall be welded to the top of the 
upright. The brace shall enter the 
ground at a distance from the up- 
right of 6/10th of the _ vertical 
height of the upright. The brace | 
shall be imbeded in a concrete 
anchor block, which shall be 12” 
x 12” x 36” in size and placed 18” 
below ground surface, the 36” 
side of the block to be placed 
horizontally and parallel with the 
board surface. The brace shall be 
anchored in the block by passing 
3 reinforcing bars through it, the 
bars to extend the length of the 
block. 

A strut at 90° to the brace 
shall extend from the brace to 
the point where the upright en- 
ters the footing. 

Braces shall be joined by one 
cross member at approximately 
ground surface and another at the 
point where the struts meet the 
brace. 

Nothing in this section shall be 
deemed to prohibit the erection of 
any bill board according to speci- 
fications differing from those 
hereinabove contained, but no 
bill board shall be erected, con- 
structed, or maintained in the City 
of Menlo Park unless the frame 
work therefor be built of non- 
combustible materials to with- 
stand a wind pressure of thirty 
(80) pounds per square foot of 
exposed board surfauce. 

SECTION 4: Section 8 of said 
Ordinance No. 53 is hereby amen- 
ded to read as follows:- 

“Section 8: It shall be unlawful 
for any person to erect, construct, 
or maintain within the City of 
Menlo Park, any bill board unless 
the surface thereof be construc- 
ted of metal or other non-com- 
bustible material. The posts or 
standards upon which the bill 
board rests, in the case of bill 
boards having an advertising area 
of less than thirty (30) square feet, 
and the ornamental moldings, cor- 
nice, and lattice work in all cases 
may be of wood.” 

SECTION 5: Section 14 of said 
Ordinance No. 53 is hereby amen- 
ded by striking therefrom “.... 
a fee of Fifty Cents (50c) for 
each bill board or surface to be 
erected and maintained.”, and in- 
serting in lieu and in place there- 
of the following:- 

Section 14: “. . . a fee of Two 
($2.00) Dollars for each bill board 
or surface to be erected and main- 
tained.” 

SECTION 6: If any section, sub- 
section, sentence, clause or phrase 
of this Ordinance is for any reas- 
on held to be invalid or unconsti- 
tutional, such decision shall not 
affect the validity of the remain- 
ing portions of this Ordinance, 
and the Council of the City of 
Menlo Park hereby declares that 
it would have passed this Ordin- 
ance and each section, sub-sec- 
tion, sentence, clause and phrase 
thereof, irrespective of the fact 
that any one or more other sec- 
tions, sub-sections, sentences, clau- 
ses or phrases be declared invalid 
and uncontitutional. 

SECTION 7: All ordinances or 
parts of ordinances of said City 
in conflict with the provisions of 
this ordinance are hereby repeal-
